Bishop Elder, of Natchez, 
directs the recital of daily prayer for 
the aversion of the mortal sickness. _ 
The Democrat to-morrow will pub- 
lish an account of a reporter’s visit to 
two tenement houses near Poydras 
market, and the sickening sight there 
nted. The houses were princi- 
y occupied by Italian chicken 
ealers. From one house sixteen per- 
sons had been carried out dead during 
the last two weeks, and from the other 
ten. No. 292 Poydras street was 
almost deserted, the beds on which 
the sick died remaining intact. In 
the neighborhood eight have died dur- 
ing the last forty-eight hours. The 
house of the Italians was almost de- 
serted, there being in it only one sick 
man and attendants. All the rest 
who so far have survived have fled to 
the suburbs. The yards of two houses 
where chicken dealers lived presented 
a most terrible appearance. The mat- 
trasses ofthe dead, the decaying veg- 
etable matter, and decomposing refuse 
oftered food for the disease. The 
Board of Health have allotted to its 
members the respective districts in 
which each is to work.

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The Government and Trade Dollars. 


Wasurneoton, August 19. — The 
Treasury Department has received a 
number of communications from large 


firms and others respecting Linder- 
man’s circular of July 25, relative to 
the value of trade dollars. ‘The writ- 
ers, judging from the tone of their let- 
ters, belong to that class of thrifty 

rsons who, before the Department 
informed the public that the trade dol- 
lar was only worth its bullion value — 
which at present rates is but 90 cents 
and a fraction—were in the habit of 
buying the coins in question at a dis- 
count varying from 5 to 3 per cent. 
and then passing them off at par. This 
was the case in some large manufac- 
turing establishments, where the em- 
ployees have been invariably paid 
partly in trade dollars. Railroad 
companies also realized a large saving 
by using trade dollars at their ticket 
offices and palming them off on the 
public at par value. It was to check 
this iindlle Vat the Director of the 
Mint published his circular, cautioning 
the public against accepting the trade 
dollar for anything more than it was 
worth, and now that their harvest is 
at an end, the holders of trade dollars 
are very indignant at the government 
for interfering with their operations.

Reverend Ijams, of San Francisco,

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The Ward Reflex does not seem to 
be in leve with Wm. W. Hobart, State 
Centroller, and editorially mutilates a 
rash postmaster who is afflicted in that 
way. The Reflex will admit that Ho- 
bart has served the people faithfully, 
but when it comes to making an idol 
out of such material the Reflex can 
not be counted in. The postmaster, 
who is now just able to walk around, 
has been writing some letters to the 
Eureka Leader, in which he washes the 
feet of Hobart with ink and dries 
them with the fire of his imagination. 
The Refler detected Mr. Reilly in this 
reprehensible amusement, and grasp- 
ing the tripod, proceeded to hammer 
the epistolary spirit out of Mr. Reilly. 
The frame of the Reflex editorial is 
made of these two broad facts: Mr.

BEECHER’S LECTURE. 


What Preminent Renoites Think of 
It—Some Astute Criticism. 


A GazeTre reporter to-day spent 
several hours of his expensive time in 
interviewing prominent citizens on a 
rather delicate subject. The first 
critical mind that was tapped was that 
of Tom Hymers, and the ravishingly 
interesting result is sewed on:

Beecher?

Mr. Hymers—As for the politi- 
cians, by Jove, I don’t see where 
Beecher has the moral bulge on em.

Any man that has the 
face to tell me, by George, that I 
don’t know what I’m talkin’ about had 
better steer clear of me, that’s all. 
And asfor you, young fellow, if you 
come buzzing around me with your 
infernal nonsense I'll lift your upper 
story off. 

The journalist darted around the 
the corner and meeting J. C. Hager- 
man asked that gentleman his opinion 
of Beecher. | | 

Mr. Hagerman (glancing dowa over 
his new trewsers with pardonable 
pride)—Borrowed, sir,{borrowed ;every 
word of it. There isn’t an idea that 
Beecher expressed last night that you 
can’t find in Bogg’s Life of Smith. 
His observations on the turpitude of 
politicians may all be found in sub- 
stance in Jones’ Essay on Villainy. 
Why, what did§ Horatio Snifkins say 
to the citizens of Rome from the cor- 
nice of the Vatican in 1681?

A “Gazette” Reporter Visits the Town 
: and Tells What he Learned. 


A Gazettes reporter visited Truckee 
last Saturday and found: the town 
very quiet. The place is duller than 
it has been for years. Business houses 
that in times past employed three or 
four clerks now manage to get along 
with only one. The Truckee Lumber 
Company’s mill is the only one run- 
ning. The company has a large sash, 
blind and furniture factory, which 
gives employment to large number of 
men. Between 30,000 and 40,000 
cords of wood have heretofore been 
cut for the use of the railroad cem- 


pany every season, but this year they 
are clearing up the old stock and will 
not put in any. Truckee can help 
herself out when she puts her 
hand in her pocket and provides her- 
self with efficient railr facilities to 
ship her wood, lumber and square 
timber to Virginia. She will never 
find any ene on the outside to do it 
for her. 
MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


A great many of the citizens are 
interested in Meadow Lake mines.

Truckee. John Moody, of the 
Truckee hotel, is making anice thing 
out of the travel of pleasure- 
seekers to the lakes.

JROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 

Constitution of the State of Nevada, 

assed at the Eighth Session of the Legis- 
ature: 

Reso.ivep, That there shall be added to the 
present Constitution of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVIII, and 
which shal! be as follows: 

ARTICLE XVIII.—The rights of suffrage and 
ofhce holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States, by reason 
of his celer or previous conditien of servitude. 

Passed February 15, 1877. 


REsOLvED, By the Assembly, the Senate 
cencurring, That Article Eleven (11) of the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada be 
amended by adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which shall read as 
follews: 

SecTION 10. No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever, State, county or mun- 
iciplal, shall be used for sectarian purposes.
